W o m e n I n B n n l n r M C e r t a i n t o L o s e 
M a n y o f L i f e ’* J o y * . 
Women who earn their own living, 
fay« a writer, at ill pay in some degree 
the price which was once- exacted of 
the college woman. 
The occupations 
in 
which 
women have longest been 
found are those in which the penalty 
is least. 
Take, for instance, the a rts— 
writing, painting and acting. 
To-day 
there is no srieeial stigma attached to 
the woman who paints, or. indeed, to 
the woman who acts, provided she is 
successful. 
In these occupations she 
limits her chances of m arriage in so 
fa r only as her work shuts her off 
from social life. 
Society is. in the last 
analysis, 
a 
meeting together of the 
sexes with the purpose of matrimony. 
Ilence tin* woman who is too busy for 
society reduces her chances of m ar­ 
riage. 
This is. however, offset in two w\vs. 
First, success in an artistic calling is 
coming more and more to lie a social 
asset instead of a stigma. 
Note the 
contrast 
between 
Harriet 
Martineau 
hiding her writing under her knitting 
and the social ovations 
which 
Mrs. 
Humphrey W ard received in this coun- 
iry u T Ia rrie t Marttrremi was a pioneer. 
When she wrote, authorship w as not 
recognized as within woman’s sphere. 
She and other pioneers widened wom­ 
an ’s sphere to include authorship. Now 
authorship is looked upon as no more 
unwomanly than embroidery. 
And the 
woman 
who 
succeeds as an author 
raises her social prestige, whereas the 
woman 
who 
succeeds 
in embroidery 
does not thereby improve her ¡»osition. 
And so it is with every other occu­ 
pation which women have entered. The 
pioneers arc penalized, their successors 
rewarded. 
The pioneers widen the eir 
cle of woman’s recognized field of a c ­ 
tivity and then any woman may enter 
it without penalty. 
Women in business are still paying 
a price for their independence. 
B u si­ 
ness is regarded as more sordid than 
the arts. 
It is more mercenary and 
lienee more unwomanly. 
A 
woman 
may write for money without social 
stigma, but 
she 
may not 
sell 
mer 
chandise or stocks and bonds for the 
sam e purpose. 
The more usual forms 
of business have not boon annexed to 
woman's widened sphere. Henee many 
of the women who succeed in business 
do so at the cost of a husband, chil­ 
dren and a home. 
A man of social standing m arries «a 
stenographer 
or 
bookk«*eper 
with 
apologies and the condolence 
of 
1»is 
friends. 
Should the same young wom­ 
an inherit a fortune and go into so­ 
ciety he would m arry her. If he could, 
with conscious pride and amid the ac­ 
clamations of fam ily and friends. The 
higher you go in the social scale the 
stronger are the 
prejudices 
against 
feminine activity outside woman's orig­ 
inal sphere. 
Among the poorest of the 
poor such prejudices are naturally ex­ 
cluded by stern necessity. 
There Is. 
however, 
a 
tenacious 
conservatism 
among the comfortable 
poor 
which 
frowns upon women working except at 
their own housework.

OUR AM BASSADORS’ SM ALL FAY. 


A m e r i c a n D i p l o m a t * a t n D l « a « l r a n - 
tajs e In E n r o p c a q C a p i t a l * . 
Charlemagne Tower, who has 
just 
giveu up his post as am bassador 
to 
Germany and returned to this coun­ 
try. has served tor a number of years 
in the diplomatic corps, his service at 
Berlin having b«*eu preceded by a term 
of office at St. Petersburg. 
According 
to him. the American am bassadors at 
European capitals are placed at a de- 
cld«*d disadvantage as compared with 
representatives of other countries, by 
reason of the small salaries paid them. 
Mr. Tower does not believe the salary 
paid—$17,300 a 
year— is 
insufficient 
to live on in a European capital, but 
the man who does it is at a disadvan­ 
tage. 
“ It is recognized." he said, “ by the 
British government that entertaining 
is part of the official duty of an am­ 
bassador* not a means of social relax­ 
ation. but positively a part 
of 
his 
official duty—-and provision is m ade for 
it accordingly. Now, while an American 
am bassador may I»** able 
liv<* com­ 
fortably on his salary, he cannot carry 
out that part of his official duties in 
the sam e way Gh+4 tin* representatives 
of other countries can unless lie ex­ 
pends part of His private fortune, and 
expends it not for 
his 
own 
social 
amusement, but for tho purpose of ful­ 
filling his official duties. 
"Tin* men* fact that an American 
am bassador cannot entertain or keep 
up tin* appearances that tin* represen­ 
tative of another power can without 
going into liis own pocket, 
does 
not 
depreciate th«* standing of that am ­ 
bassador if lie is himself a 
man 
of 
force and standing. 
Ik* is recognized 
and dealt with for what he is. 
Never­ 
theless it is a handicap. 
“ The American am bassador is obliged 
to rent a house, meet his personal and 
domestic expenses, and entertain ac­ 
cording to his official position in th«* 
country to which lie is ae«*redit«*d on 
his salary of *17,500. 
Other countries 
provide lliest* things for their am b assa­ 
dors, 
and 
have embassy 
buildings, 
which are part of that territory. 
The 
result is that the American am bassador 
is forced to enter into competition as 
an 
individual 
with 
foreign 
govern­ 
ments. 
This leads to a belief in this 
country which I am very sorry to 
m m * 
is b«*ing adopted more or less generally 
—namely, that no one but a rich man 
can accept the appointment to an em­ 
bassy. 
"The 
am bassador 
of 
the 
United 
States of America is a person who rep­ 
resents the whole nation; 
he is re­ 
ceived as such and treated as 
such. 
The national pride of every American 
demands that he shall represent his 
country properly and live up 
to 
his 
station. 
He is the recipient 
of very 
many social courtesies a ml acts of po­ 
liteness which he is oblig«*d. of course, 
to return in kind. 
11 is colleagues, tin* 
am bassadors of Germany and England 
and France, do these things in man­ 
sions which belong to their 
govern­ 
ments ami with salaries 
which 
are 
thrice a s large as his, or even more. 
Yet his social and official position as 
the 
representative 
of 
the 
United 
States is on«* of the same dignity as 
theirs, the sam e prestige, and the same 
importance.”

The insu rance co mpany refu sed pay ­ 
ment o f the po licy , citing a clau se in 
the do cu ments which inv alidates the 
claim in case o f su icide within o ne 
y ear. 
The hu sband insists no w that 
his wife was mu rdered, altho u gh there 
was little talk o f fo u l play at the time 
o f her death. 
The o fficers gav e no a t­ 
tentio n to the matter, the v erdict o f 
the co ro ner being that o f pro bable 
su icide. 
It is said that the hu sband 
will intro du ce pro o f at the trial that 
the wo man had been threatened; that 
she had been carry ing o n a flirtatio n 
with a y o u ng man. and that the letter 
left by his wife co ntained no threat o f 
su icide, bu t stated that she pro po sed 
to abando n her hu sband and family 
and d o pe with the man in qu estio n.

“From the vaporizer the hot gas 
flows through the scrubber, which Is 
merely a cylindrical shaped tank filled 
with coke, over which a spray of wa­ 
ter Is constantly sprinkled. The large 
contact surface of the coke effectually 
cleanses the gas of (lust and Impurities 
carried over from the producer and 
also acts to cool the gas, which is es 
sentlal In order to prepare It for use in 
the engine. 
“With certain fuels, especially when 
much ta r Is encountered, It Is also nec­ 
essary to add a sawdust purifier in or­ 
der to abstract the last traces of tar 
from the gas. 
“In the care of the producer the prin­ 
cipal attention needed is to poke the 
fire every few hours, according 
qual­ 
ity of the coal, in order to break up 
and remove clinkers, which would oth­ 
erwise interfere with the making of 
sufficient gas. Poke holes are provided 
so that every part of the fire can bo 
reached conveniently.”

Business Affirmed. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. 24.—Declar 
ing that the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana, the Republic Oil Company ol 
Ohio, and the Waters-Pierce Oil com 
pany of Missouri had conspired and 
combined to monopolize the oil busi 
ness in this state, the supreme court 
of Missouri has issued a decree oust 
ing all three from the commonwealth 
and finnig them $50,000 tach. 
The 
decree 
against 
the 
Waters 
Pierce company is tempered by the 
proviso that it may continue in busi 
ness if by Jan. 15, 1909. it can show tc 
the court that it has taken steps tc 
operate as an independent concern 
and has satisfied the judgment against 
i t 
The other companies are giveF 
until March I, 1909, to wind lip their 
affairs in the state. 
The decision, which was unanimous 
on the part of the seven judges, is so 
sweeping that Attorney General Had 
ley and Governor Folk hail it as the 
end of illegal commercial combina 
tlons in Missouri and the former as­ 
serts that, in conjunction with the de 
cision of the supreme court of the 
United States in The tobacco trust 
case, it will affect similar suits in 
i other states. 
Attorney General Hadley, who has 
prosecuted tho Missouri case since its 
inception in March, 1905, will become I 
governor in less than a month, and 
then will be charged with the enforc 
ing of the decree.
